t c. and when accustomed to their sur­ 
roundings are playful and affectionate, 
t leir frisky antics and ever ready ap­ 
petite especially endearing them to the 
little ones. 
When first born they are 
mere tiny balls of fluffy down, 
which 
a child can hold in one hand; they 
a re 
wonderfully m ature from the start, 
opening their eyes at once, and before 
they are an hour old jumping about in 
the most lively m anner and nibbling 
bread and milk, grass, oats and carrots 
along with their elders. 
They love to 
be petted and manifest their pleasure 
in much the same wav as the cat, the 
purr of the former being modified by 
them into a kind of whirr or chuckle. 
They also frequently indulge in a mu­ 
sical twitter, which reminds one of a 
nest jfull of singing birds. 
A great 
point in their favor is that they are 
easily cared for at little cost and are 
extremely hardy. —Freeport Journal.

In so far as they 
relate to t ha t railroad company some 
of your sta te m e n ts and deduction* need 
modification. To that end,and in order 
to remove all apprehension a* to th*« 


w i s d o m and economy of the policy of 
grantin; 
pub Hc land» in aid of ra il­ 
roads. m ay 1 aslc t ha ’ you will pub lish 


thi- le tte r-' 
T he first act of congress pr a n t in p 
lands in aid of a railroad was not tha t 
of S e pte m b e r 20, 1850, and t ha t act 
n eithe r mentions nor refers to the Illi­ 
nois C e n tra l R ailroad Company.which, 
a' t ha t time, did not exist. 
Nor was 
t he policy of gr a n t in g pub lic lands in 
aid of i n t o rial im provem ents even then 
<i now one. 
It d a te s b ack a! least to 
the e a rliest days of gove rn m e n t under 
the present 
constitution. 
From the 
b eginning the pub lic lands were freely 
used* b y congress for all Horts of pub lic 
purposes. 
T he y never ha ve b een, and 
it is hoped never will lie. held as a pr i ­ 
va te owner mitfht well hold his lanes 
for the sole purpose of trettin^i the ut­ 
termost fart hi of out of the ir sale. 
PltiOK TO 1 *.*><». 
A t the outset, one thirty sixth of 
every township in the pub lic domain 
was given for school purposes. 
In~ 
ereusod population c reated dem and for 
transportation, and our early statutes 
are full of larjfe gr a n ts in aid of t ur n ­ 
pikes and canals. Having, many years 
b efore, gra n te d lands to the state of Il­ 
linois in aid of a canal, the congress on 
M arch 2, IK33, amended its previous act 
so t ha t those lands m ight b e used and 
disposed of b y the » tat** - 
“ for the purpose of m ak in g a r a il­ 
road instead of a canal as in » aid 
act contemplated: 
and that, the 
time for com mencing 
and 
com ­ 
pleting 
said canal or railroad, 
which ever the sta te of Illinois 
may choose to m a k e , b e and is e x­ 
tended live ye a r s .” 
T he » fate, however, chose to b uild a 
canal, and not a railroad. 
A (¿rant was also m a d e b y congress 
in lK.pi to the then territory of lowu in 
aid of the navigation of the DesMoines 
river, 
It b ecame the sub ject of con­ 
tention and of Legislation b y the sta te 
of Iowa, which was tinaliy settled b y 
t he act of congress approved A ugust 
12. l vt>2 under which the gr a n t was, 
in part, diverted to railroad purposes. 
W hile it is fair to presum e t ha t othe r 
acts, 
prior t o ' t ha t of 'S e pt e m b e r 20, 
1 xr,2, may have gra n te d land» in aid of 
railroads. 1 doub t if any land had, up 
to t ha t time, actually passed t he r e un ­ 
der, 
it may, therefore, b e said that 
the first lands actually conveyed b y the 
federal 
gove rn m e n t in aid of a rail- 
< oaii were t ho*< describ ed in the act o f 
Se pte m b e r 20, l H->0. 
Rut t ha t law \va» 


e n t i t l e d : 
“ An act gr a n tin g the r ight of way, 
and m aking a gr a n t oM aud t o the 
states of Illinois, Mississippi and 
A lab am a, in aid of the construc­ 
tion of a railroad from Chicago to 
Mob ile. ’* 
l*iiO\ IS IONS OF THF, LAW OF IK;>0. 
T he states nam ed wore, of course, 
free to accept or decline thi» gr a t r . 
They 
were euually free to b uild and 
own tlm railroad themselves, or to doi- 
e gate t ha t hazardous work to others. 
T he only ob ligation assumed b y them 
through its acceptance was 
I b at. if 
the » aid 
railroad 
shall not b e com ­ 
pleted within ten years, the said state 
* 
* 
shall b e b ound to pay to the 
United State» the am oun t which 
ma y 
b e received upon the sale of any pa rt 
of said l a n d s b y -aid state, the title to

purcha sers under said sta te re­ 
maining va lid, and the title tu the res­

revesting in the I nited States. 
T ha t act delining t he term ini ami the 
general course of the railroad to b e 
b uilt in 
Illinois, fixing two points in 
the interior of t he state, L aSalle and

der. 
Chicago: a n othe r a t its e xtre m e 
southern end. Cairo: and req uired it to 
reach Dub uq ue. Iowa, which is oppo­ 
site the n orthw e ste rn corner of Illinois. 
T ha t act also prescrib ed the ord e r in 
which the several parts of the railroad 
in Illinois should b e b uilt. 
It provided, among othe r things, 
“ T ha t the lands hereb y gr a n te d 
shall b e applied in t he construction 
of said road and b ra n c he s respec­ 
tively, in q uantitie* corresponding 
with the gr a n t f o r e a c h , and shall 
b e disposed of only as the wora 
progresses, stui » hall b e applied to 
no othi i purpose w ha tsoe ve r.”

Reference is ma de to this difference 
beca use, in the cha rter g ra nted Febru­ 
ary 10, 18 51, by the » tuC- o f Illino is to 
the Illino is Central Ra ilro a d Co ., fur­ 
ther and mo re specific pro visio ns were 
inserted as to the lo ca tio n o f the ra il­ 
ro ad, which, with tho se co nta ined in 
the act o f co ng ress, enta iled vast o ut­ 
lays in the co nstructio n, and a co ntin­ 
ued and g rea t expense in the ma in­ 
tena nce o f the line. 
Especia lly is this 
the ca se in the city o f Chica g o , where 
a different lo catio n was in vain so ug ht 
by the co mpa ny In o rder t.o avo id such 
expense. 
The act o f co ng ress further 
pro vided tha t the a lterna te sectio ns o f

had in vain been o ffering t he whole, 
indeed it fared even better by seliii g 
vast qua nities o f land mo re tha n six 
miles fro m the railro ad at g o o d 
prices.

1^50, you assum e t ha t our last sales 
were at $6.50 per acre (which is not 
b orne out b y the faets), and apply t ha t 
value to the whole, including t he r e ­ 
with the lands gra n te d for t he railroad 
from Dub uq ue to Sioux City. 
It ha» b een shown ab ove t ha t the 
lands were at t ha t time, and had long 
b een freely, b ut in vain, offered at the 
m inim um price, which was $1.2> per 
acre.

T he c ha r t e r also » aid tha t, 
“ In case the persons incorporated 
b y t hi» act ohaii fail or neglect to 
a c c e p t the provisions of the same 
and comply with 
it* conditions 
within the time and in the manner 
herein prescrib ed, then the same 
may b e accepted b .\ any other com­ 
pany which shall b e apiroveu b y 
the governor, auditor and treas­ 
urer of this » tale.” 
Tnose conditions emb raced, among 
other things, the deposit, with the 
treasurer of the state, of 


“ thre e hun d re d thousa n d dollars 
of re gistered c an al b onds,or funded 
in te rn a l im prove m e n t b onds of t he 
sta te of Illinois, or two hun d red 
thousand dollars in specie, or two 
hun d re d thousand dollar* of 6 per 
c e n t United S t a te s stock,’' 
as security for the completion of at
